Smoke- 
lug prematurely is worse than waste, for 
it annoys people about him and only harms 
the smoker. < toe cannot well doubt this, 
if one but sees the pimply cheeks and tal- 
low complexions of the young short- pipe- 
sueking fools who meet us everywhere. 
Every whiff they take but helps to blow 
their brains out. end puts out of tune 
their organs af digestion. Few men can 
smoke early in the day without its hurting 
them, and any boy who does so must as- 
suredly be weakened in both body and 
mind by it.

is partaken in quiet, the 
morning breakfast of rich brown 
mush: the tables are cleared and set away;

After prayers each betake* himself to prop- 
one for church. The children are 
ready in well-brushed Sunday clothes, 
faces and smooth hair, and seat- 
ed to their lessons for the Sunday school. 
60 still is every duty performed that the 
tick of the tall clock is sudible through the 
house, and the sense of religious awe seems 
to live in the very atmosphere. 

"As we took our way to the church, the 
same stillness covered the whole face of na- 
ture, broken only by the hum of the honey- 
bees gathering sweets from the way-side 
flowers, or the cawiug of the crows from 
the distant fields. Neatly dressed people 
were moving in groups to the sanctuary; 
the bright-eyed girl and her mother, young 
men, children, and the gray-headed, with 
a sobriety and decorum in unison with the 
solemnity of the day. The church was a 
neat white building, standing just out of 
the deep mountain forest, and overlooking 
a wide country of water and land for many 
miles around. It had no bell, no steeple, 
no organ; nothing but the four unadorned 
walls, the simple pews and the high mas- 
sive pulpit, where the rich man found no 
incitement to his pride, norths poor man 
temptations to his envy. Everything was 
in keeping; the people with the house, ths 
pastor with hia people. There was not only 
a sincerity but also a eougruity about the 
whole which I have often fell the want of 
in more splendid sanctuaries. 

"Notwithstanding the change which in- 
creasing years bring over our affections, 1 
can never visit the church to which I was 
wont to g* in my childhood without deep 
emotion. The place, the occasion, ths old 
form of worship, carrying one insensibly 
back to former days, and make us forget 
for • time the interval which has elapsed.

ioned pewa. Bat where are the inmates? 
How few, eery few of them remain' The 
scythe of Time bus made dreadful havoc. 
The old have passed away like a tale that 
is told; the mature, such as remain of them, 
are gray-beaded, and bending under ths 
weight of yeara. Hoys transformed into 
ths thoughtful fathers of families, and 
jocund thoughtlessness has given placs to 
the furrowing lines of care. Around me 
is a generation which, mushroom-like, has 
sprung up in my abeei.ee; and more than 
once I mistook the children for their pa- 
rente, pictured in my remembrance as if 
they had been destined never to grow old. 

"Our good pastor, whose gray head and 
kindly greeting have so associated old age 
in my mind with benevolence of heart, that 
I can never yet separate them, is not hers. 
How well I remember his grave deport- 
ment, hie calm and deliberate air, and his 
venerable presence, which inspired an awe 
I have never sinoe felt in the presence of 
any man. He baa gone, years since, to re- 
ceive the reward of 'those who turn many 
to righteousness. 

"Our country Doctor, too, with his red, 
round fsee and small, gray eyes, is gone. 
He eat in the pew yonder, just below the 
pulpit; and it requires no great stretch of 
fancy to see his queued and powdered head 
peering above the railing, or to mark his 
grand and self complacent air, which, how- 
ever, offended no man a self-love, aa with 
1-hat and top-boota, for he alwaya af- 
the old atyle of dress, he followed the 
out of the church. He was a man 
of great eccentricity of character, and, had 
he fallen in the way of Charles Matthews, 
it would have made the comedian s fortune. 

•■During his professional studies, the Doe- 
tor had been the pupil of ths celebrated 
Warren, whose name ia intimately asocia- 
ted with Americas history by his lamented 
death at the battle ot Bunkers Hill, and 
in his eyes Doctor Warren was the greatest 
man the world evsr produced. If you dif- 
fered from him in opinion, no matter what 
the subject might be, he would at onoe stare 
you in the face, draw his long queue 
through his hand, and olose upon you with 

mortal Doctor Warren thought so! After 
this there was no more to be said, for Doc- 
tor Warren was the oracle, whose authority 
admitted neither of doubt nor appeal. He 
had great vivacity and fund of anecdote, 
was well read in hia profession, and had a 
strong fondness for antiquarian research 
His office was a perfect Noah s ark, hung 
with old paintings, and stuffed full of all 
sorts of curious things. Alas! that kind 
heart and busy head ars now resting in ths 



death of tits Duke of Newcastle has already 
been announced lis was sue of ths most 

popular of the British statosmeev and dur 

Ing his visit to Baltimore, in lSOO, ia eom 
pany with ths Prince of Wales he made 
many friends. His Dukedom wss created 
in 1756, but his Earldom was granted by 
Queen Elisabeth ia 1672, and his barony 
of Clinton dated as far bank as 1299, and 
was granted by Edward I. Born in 1811 
he married the only daughter of the 
10th Duke of Hamilton and Brandon, in 
18S2, but hsd to obtain a divorce from bsr 
ia 1860. Entering Parliament soon after 
he had reached his majority, he sat in the 
House of Commons until 1861, until his 
father's death called him to the Upper 
House. During Pee s short ministry, in 
1884- 35, the Earl of Lincoln (as he was then 
called by courtesy) was ons of the Lords of 
ths Treasury. During the whole of Peel's 
seoond administration, 1841-40, he was 
first Commissionsr of Woods and Forests. 
Subsequently, he was Colonial Secretary 
from 1852 to 1854, and War Secretary from 
June, 1864, when the office was created, to 
February, 1856. When Palmers ton became 
Premier, in June, 185U, be reappointed the 
Dnke of Newcastle aa Colonial Secretary, 
which he held until last spring. It was 
thought, had he lived, that the Duke would 
have had a fair chance as any to become 
Lord Palmeraton's successor. 

The Duke of Newcastle was a highly 
educated, amiable, and popular gentleman 
Never much of a partisan, nor, indeed, of a 
politician, he was an excellent official— 
hard-working, honest, appreciative of mer- 
it, opposed to jobbery. His administrative 
faculties were great. Without being an 
orator, he spoke better than most English 
publicists of higher repute — not caring to 
•ay anything in Parliament for ths mere 
sake of airing his vocabulary. The Duke 
is succeeded in his titles and estates by 
his eldest con, the Earl of Liucola, now in 
his thirty-first year.

Effects of Smoking. 
Dr. James Paxton, of Hugby, has sent the 
following circular to his patients i The ex- 
ceedingly prevailing custom of smoking, and 
the different opinions upon this subject, 
may justly suggest an inquiry whether the 
custom is good, bad, or indifferent. Having 
carefully watched the effects of tobacco on the 
human constitution, I feel no difficulty in 
pursuing the inquiry or furnishing a reply. 
The properties of tobacco are eoothing to 
the nerves. While a person is under its 
influence, he feels forgetful of past sorrows 
a freedom from anxiety about the future 
with a gentle lull to all the faculties of 
body and mind— simply from a temporary 
intoxication. There is, moreover, a desire 
created to indulge these sensations until 
the indulgence in many esses becomes ex 
oeasive. Such are the results produced 
by smoking. It is, therefore, no wonder 
young and old, rich and poor, have fallen 
into this unnatural habit. Now we might 
have thought these remarks uncalled for, 
were there nothing further consequent. 
But other physicians aa well as myselt hsve 
examined the subject medically, and the 
truth ought to be told, namely: although 
the smoker soon gets over the disagreeable 
excitement and peculiar sense of giddiness 
and sickness occasioned by his first attempt 
at smoking, yet there follows, by insensible 
degrees, a weakness of the powers of the 
heart and the circulation of the blood. It 
is a fact deserving earnest attention, that 
a yielding to the acquired taste for tobacco 
eannot be gratified tor any length of time 
without manifestly affecting the health 
There are, indeed, some whose systems 
resist ths injury ; these are exceptions to 
rules which apply to the vital

There is no need of waete ia a family suffl- 
cieat to keep a pack of dogs, sr even a 
aiogla dog; they will aot eat vegetablea, 
except, perhaps, potatoes saturated with 
grease, to prevent starvation, aad meat is 
now bl expeasive commodity. Beeides, this 
wests, of whatever kind, is all available 
aad valuable for pigs. Of so much cheap- 
er malarial ia tks feed of a pig then 
that of a dog, that comparison is scarcely 
fair; yet S. Edwards Todd, a well-known 
agricultural writer ia Now York, kns esti- 
mated the ooat to the farmer of keeping a 
dog one year aa equivalent to Iks oost of 
giving the weight of one hundred pounds 
ts a pig.

Do Youn 1'lowiso is ths Fall. — No 
matter what the crop to be grown, as a gen- 
eral rule, it will pay to plow in ths fall, for 
these important reusoM: 

1. It iaaurea the destruction of many in- 
its, by turning up their beds to the sur- 
face, sad expoeiBg them to the frosts of 
autumn aad winter. 

2. It enable* the soil, by the decomposi- 
>n of otherwise valueless minerals, aad 

by ths sbsorptioa of fertilising gases from 
the air, to re-enforce itaelf for the better 
production of the crop to be grown. 

3. It leavea the lead ia better condition, 
as a general thing, thsn spring plowing, 
which, after being done when the soil is 
wet, renders a heavy sad lumpy condition 
almost inevitable. 

4. It saves time, enabling the farmer to 
do hia spriug work when and aa it akould 
be done, and thus insuring better returns 
for hia labor. 

Thia laet reason haa been illustrated by 
lbs failure of many wheat and corn crops 
the past season. By ths latsneaa of ths 
plowisg ths plautiug wm delayed uatil so 
late that the drouth prevented germiaatioa. 
One or two weeks earlier planting migkt 
kave insured a fair orop, and prevented 
tkat irregular, spotted appearance wkick 
now marks ao maay fields. 

Lands, sandy and dry, do not necessarily 
rsuuirs fall plowing. Indeed, where the 
soil ia very light, and liable to blow off in 
drifts ia the winter, it would be better to 
plow in the spriug. Suoh lands constitute 
the oaly exception, however. — ^Wisconsin 
Farmer.

8. All ohaagee sf food must be gradual 
If from hny to grass, 1st the grating be 
but a. hour the first day, two hours the 
seat, three the next, Ao. The same cautioo 
must bs oarefully observed ia begin. ing to 
feed with roots, grei., Ao. 

8. Be careful thst animsla always have 
enough exercise an I plenty of pure, fresh 
air. StablM must be well ventilated— ani- 
msla oftea become aick from breathing foul 
air

Wiish Gas was larnoout so. — Ths gss 
used for ordinary purposes is one of the 
products of the destructive distillations of 
pit ooaL submitted to a grut heat ia oMl- 
iron retorts. Certain permanent gases ars 
given off, aad are collected ia a large pipe 
half filled with tar, after which they paee 
through a series ol iroa pipes, cooled oa the 
outside by st reams of water. TM tar and 
ammoniacal liquid generated ire thus con- 
densed, aad the gasss p t saatd to aaothsr part 
of the apparatus, called the purfier. After 
being submitted to the purifying process, 
it is oellecied into large reservoirs, called 

gasometers — more correctly gas holders 

from which it is conveyed by large pipes, 
afterwards branching off into leaser ones, 
to all parts of the town, 

The artificial product ion of aa inflam- 
mable air frgm coal ia first mentioned by 
the Rev. Mr. C lav ton, ia a letter addressed 
to the Royal Society, May 12, 168S; hs 
states thst hs distilled coal ia a oloee ves- 
sel, collecting the gas ia bladders, tad af- 
terwards burning it for tha amasamsnt of 
his friends. In tha year 1707 ha erected a 
aimilar apparatus in Avreshirs, where he 
then resided, and in 179S he wm eagaged 
to put up his apparatus at the manufactory 
of Messrs Boulton, Wait A Co, Soho, near 
Birmingham. Ths illumination of ths Soho 
Works by gas in 1803, oa the occasion of 
peace, brought it into general notice, and it 
wm scon adopted by many individuals, 
who, acting upon thsir own ideas, intro- 
duced varioua modes of oolleciing sad puri- 
fyi.g it. A publio exhibition of it in ~ 
do. took plscs in 1906.
